Mr,  Chairman,  Mrs.  Needham  and  Gentlemen, 

My  Report  for  1958  bears  many  similarities  with  that  of 
the  previous  year. 

Once  again  the  population  has  increased  and  again  this  is 
due  to  immigration  and  not  to  a  natural  increase,  although  the 
number  of  births  has,  in  fact,  gone  up. 

The  other  vital  statistics  are  generally  satisfactory 
although  the  incidence  of  measles  was  unusually  high  even  for  an 
epidemic  year.  One  unsatisfactory  feature  is  the  incidence  of 
tuberculosis.  Having  been  free  of  notifications  for  1957}  four 
cases  were  notified  last  year. 

I  must  again  acknov/ledge  gratefully  the  help  of  Mr,  Hom 
and  the  other  officials  of  the  Council  and  the  continued  interest 
and  support  of  the  Committee.

FOOD  HYGIENE 


Ye  are  fortunate  within  the  Urban  District  in  as  much  as  we  enjoy  the 
co-operation  of  the  Tradespeople.  Sixty  visits  were  made  under  the  Shops 
Acts  and  no  unsatisfactory  conditions  were  found. 

CAPPING  SITES 


The  peimanent  caravan  site  at  Highnaill  Farm  is  still  licensed  for  ten 
caravans,  and  permission  fraa  Tam  Planning  Avas  granted  for  twelve  months 
to  three  temporary  caravan  sites,  each  containing  one  caravan  only. 

Two  camping  sites  at  Urea  Head,  under  the  auspices  of  the  North  Riding 
Education  Committee  and  a  Youth  Organisation  were  again  authorised  and 
efficiently  maintained. 

Thirty  visits  to  sites  were  made  during  the  year  and  conditions  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory.

The  Urban  District  is  completely  served  by  a  Refuse  Collection 
Department  and  a  weekly  collection  was  maintained.  Farms  in  the  outlying 
district  were  served  at  fortnightly  intervals  and  more  frequently  when 
necessary.

Ye  collected  and  disposed  of  86  tons  of  waste  paper  during  the  year  and 
quantities  of  rags  and  scrap  metal  v/ere  disposed  of.

RODENT  CONTROL 


Reconmended  methods  and  treatment  to  canbat  rodent  infestation  were 
again  observed  throiighout  the  Urban  Area,  in  accordance  with  Ministry 
instructions. 

There  were  311  surveys  carried  out  during  the  year  and  23  treatments 
were  effected  with  satisfactory  results. 
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The  sewerr.ge  system  v/ithin  the  district  v/as  test  baited  and  the  results 
revealed  an  absence  of  infestation.
